The inmates of the House of Correction at South Boston 
were transferred to Deer Island in the fall of 1902, and since 
that time all prisoners who were formerly committed to the 
institution at South Boston have been committed to the House 
of Correction at Deer Island. This consolidation of the insti- 
tutions has brought about a saving in expense, and the last 
full fiscal year, 1901-02, when the institutions were separate, 
the cost of maintenance with an aveiage population of 1,349 
was $247,264.94 ; taking for comparison since consolidation 
the year 1904, on account of population, 1,395, being about 
the same as the year 1901-02, the cost was $184,649.62, a 
saving of '162,615.32, and the same average decrease in cost 
has continued up to the present time.

The number of commitments to the House of Correction 
at Deer Island during the past year was 6,606 males and 927 
females, making a total of 7,533. As compared with the 
total commitments last year of 9,232, a loss of 1,699. The 
daily average was 1,007, as compared with 1,264 last year, a 
decrease of 257. Of this number 4,960 males and 732 
females, a total of 5,692, were committed for drunkenness ; 
for other various offences than drunkenness 1,646 males and 
195 females, making a total of 1,841 ; of the total number, 
3,154 males and 126 females, a total of 3,280, were committed 
for non-payment of fines, aggregating 124,624 ; and of the 
committals for non-payment of fines, 2,878 were for drunken- 
ness and 402 for other offences ; 438 males and 17 females, 
a total of 455, paid fines amounting to $3,712. These fig- 
ures are evidences of the improved moral condition in our 
community due to the present activity in all kinds of busi- 
ness and the larger and increased demand for labor, as well 
as to our present probation laws. 

There were released during the year on probation 554 
males and 226 females, making a total of 780 ; of this num- 
ber 110 were released upon the recommendation of the Pro- 
bation OflBcer, District Attorney, and the judge of the local 
courts. There were returned to the institution because of 
revocation of the Commissioner's permit to be at liberty 14 
males and 24 females, making a total of 38. - Release on pro- 
bation is granted by the Commissioner for good conduct in 
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prison and evidence of refonn in the prisoner. There is no 
obligation on the prisoner attached to their release, other 
than their own honor to live up to the provisions of the per- 
mit ; they are not obliged to report at this oflBce, nor is their 
conduct or behavior looked after by any officer connected 
with this department, and it is indeed gratifying to feel that 
under these circumstances so many have given substantial 
evidence of entire reformation. 

Chapter 226, section 121, of the Revised Laws, allows an 
inmate of our institution to make application for release on 
probation to the Commissioner, which is forwarded to the 
Probation Officer of the county, permission having been given 
to him to investigate the case, and if he is satisfied that the 
prospect of reformation of the prisoner is good, his recom- 
mendation, endorsed by the District Attorney, is necessary 
before release can be granted. Three hundred and two appli- 
cations from piisoners were made in this way — 110 were 
approved, and 192 disapproved; the law does not require 
any reason to be given to prisoners for disapproval of appli- 
cation. When a prisoner is sentenced to our institution it 
is understood by him that the law permits him to make 
application for release in this manner, but unless his conduct 
is good the application will not be forwarded to the Proba- 
tion Officer. Many prisoners believe that this probation law 
was intended to shorten their sentence if their conduct in 
prison was good, and if they showed some prospect of being 
able to care for themselves and a desire to live a better life 
if released ; and because of this anticipation of their sentence 
being shortened they are more anxious to live up to the 
rules, which accounts in a great measure for the good dis- 
cipline at our institution. 

In addition to the releases on probation from the House of 
Correction at Deer Island, there were also released from the 
Suffolk County Jail, by permit of the Commissioner, 34 males 
and 4 females, making a total of 38. 

This report will show 3,154 males and 126 females, a total 
of 3,280, committed for non-payment of fines. In my report 
previous to last year I called attention to the Jfact that chap- 
ter 220, sections 1 and 2, of the Revised Laws, gives the 
committing magistrate the power to place these cases under 
the charge of the Probation Officer, giving them such proper 
time as is necessary in which to pay the fines imposed, and 
an opportunity to earn something to support themselves, and 
in most cases to help support dependent families. My 
opinion in this matter has not changed, and I believe that if 
this good and just provision of the law was carried into effect.

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as intended, the expense to the county in caring for these 
people would be very much reduced, and a better result to 
the individual and to the community would be obtained. 

There were 263 males and 67 females, making a total of 
330, admitted to the Observation Hospital at Deer Island 
during the past year. In my opinion, and as I have suggested 
in previous reports, some hospital should be provided to care 
for these cases other than a prison hospital. 

Religious services. Catholic and Protestant, are held as 
usual. The Catholic services are now conducted by the Rev. 
William J. Scanlan, S. J., who is continuing the good work 
done by his predecessor, the Rev. William J. Richley, S.J., 
who has acted as chaplain at the institution for the past 
three years. 

The work on the reservoir has progressed favorably, and it 
is expected to have it completed this year. 

We have continued during the year the extension of the 
electric lighting service, and all the buildings at Deer Island 
are now equipped with electric lights. An additional boiler 
has been added to the power plant. 

Mrs. Florence Garrettson Spooner, Secretary of the 
Women's Prison Reform League, continues her good work 
among the women inmates at our institution. 

The steamer "Monitor," in addition to carrying a large 
amount of freight to the different islands, has carried a total 
of 109,044 passengers, an increase of 1,486 over the previous 
year. 

The following changes have taken place in the consulting 
medical staff and the resident medical staff of the Deer 
Island Hospital : Dr. Alexander Quackenboss, who had served 
on the consulting medical staff since its organization, as 
Ophthalmologist, resigned in November last, owing to the 
pressure of private business. He has given his time gratu- 
itously and freely, and we regret very much the loss of his 
valuable services. Dr. John C. Bossidy has been appointed 
to succeed him. Dr. Joseph H. H. Kelley, who held the 
position of assistant physician at the hospital, resigned June 
30, 1906, to tajte up private practice. He had been con- 
nected with the department for more than three years, and he 
has given good service. We extend to him our best wishes 
for success. Dr. Bernard F. McGaffigan, interne at the hos- 
pital, was appointed to fill his position. Dr. Harvey A. 
Kelley was appointed on recommendation of the consulting 
medical staff of the hospital as interne on July 1, 1906, to 
take the place formerly held by Dr. McGaffigan. 
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The health of the inmates and the discipline of the insti- 
tution have been excellent during the past year. 

Frequent visits to the institution at Deer Island are made 
by the Commissioner and his assistant, and all inmates who 
desire are granted an opportunity to see them. 

All divisions of the department are in good condition, and 
the cost of maintenance shows the satisfactory manner in 
which the various officials connected with this department 
have performed their duties.

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REPORT OF THE CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN. 



House of Cobbeotion, Deeb Island, 

Boston Habbob, February 1, 1907. 

Mr. James R. Gerrish, Master : 

Dear Sir, — I beg leave to submit my annual report as 
Catholic Chaplain of Deer Island. 

First of all, I am happy to say that my relations with all 
on the island have been most pleasant and agreeable. 

I have found the officers courteous and obliging. Dr. 
Taft and his staff, Drs. Carson, Gay, McGaffigan and Kelly, 
have been exceptionally kind and attentive. The doctors 
have kindly notified me of every case of sickness where my 
services were required. I must add, too, and I do so with 
pleasure, that the matrons and nurses have been very kind 
and attentive. 

I say two masses and give two instructions every Sunday 
and Holy day of obligation — one at the women's prison at 
6.30 A.M., and the other at the men's prison at 8 A.M. I 
hear confessions on Saturday evenings at 6 o'clock. 

It is very gratifying to me to note the good results of the 
religious exercises. The poor people who are sent down 
here are to be pitied. My sympathy goes out to them. It 
is true they have their faults, otherwise they would not be 
down here — but who is without faults ? It is true, also, that 
society must be preserved and discipline maintained, but it is 
also true that there is something good in every man. If you 
appeal to the good that is in him, you will get that good 
from him ; uplift him and help him to become a good, safe 
member of society. If, on the contrary, you appeal to the 
bad in a man, then your motive is punitive and not reforma- 
tive ; and when his time is up you send him back to society 
a worse and more dangerous man than when he entered your 
prison. 

I submit, in conclusion, a few recommendations, which I 
trust will be received in the same spirit of kindliness in 
which they are offered. 

One is, that encouragement be given the Catholic officers, 
matrons and nurses to be present at divine service on Sun- 
days and Holy days of obligation, for in doing so they not 
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only comply with the strict obligation of their faith, but their 
presence there will be to the edification and moral encour- 
agement of their brethren. 

The second is, that kindness and charity be mingled with 
discipline, for we must not forget that the prisoners of to-day 
may reform and become respectable citizens of to-morrow.
